Meyor, arvived at Nagasaki 
on the’ Sth inst. from ‘Koro and the follow- 
be day she was taken on the Mitsn Biahi Co.'s 
Slip for thé purpose of effecting sundry slight 
repairs-to. her bottom, necessitated by accident- 
ally. touching upon a pinnacle rock recently, 
whilet passing through » narrow unsurveyod 
chaunok londing from. Sylvia basin to Shadwell 
gulf, during a passage from Massampho (1 port 
30 miles west of Fusan) to Chemalpo, with 
a foll cargo of tribute ‘rice, Provious 
to the accident, Cont. Meyer ‘had passed 
throngh the same channol’oight times, and 
had always found over tour fathoms of water. 
Fortunately, at the time sho struok sha was 
going dead alow, in consequence of & number of 
junks and fishing beats being aboad. The chan- 
nel is about half mile wide, and the rock apon 
which sho touched is situated in the centro of it, 
She at once returned to Massampho, whers 
portion of the carga in the fore hold was dis- 
charged, and sho was beached to ascortain the 
extent of tha damage sustained, which was fornd 
.to be comparatively slight,

votes and three second, fire in all. The ballot 
showed that in the opinion of the Committeo, if 
the: suggestion of the scholarship, which found 
most favour, were not adopted, the best alterna- 
tive would be to tranamitthe monoy to be sub- 
soribed to tho pormanont fund of the Lnperial 
Institute. At the genoral mooting the diseus-

It appears Chinese burglars had broken into a 
house occupied by Japonose students. Thoy 
wore discoverod:and ono of theth was pursued hi 

one of the students, who was armed with a sword. 
What ceourred is described by the Mercury as 
follows:—“ Finding the chaserbeeuning hot the 
barglar turned in the, alleyway on his pursdor, 
and, nocording to Mr. Fukamoto’s own account, 
struck him with a wooden ‘bar on’ tho shoulder. 
The student drew his aword, ‘anu with the firat 
cut slashed the burglar’s nose and upper lip 
terribly. The major portion of the nose and al- 
most: fhe whole of the upper lip are out- away, 
both merely hanging by « shred, his uppor den- 
tal formation being plainly visible upon lifting 
the excised portion’ of the nesal organ. The 
gpectecle is simply horrible, The next ont 
given by the Japanese student indicted ao 
wound on the burglar's right shoulder three 
inches, in lougth and. about two inches 
doop,. ontting right through the shoulder 
blade and through soveral heavily padded: 
garments. ‘Tho burglar has alaoa terrible out 
ou the left'side of the uack of the head sbout 
four inches in longth and going right through 
the skull, exposing the bran, Ho aso received 
a sword thrust a little below the- heart towards 
tho back, pisrcing right through into the body. 
‘Tho terrible wound on tha head would, doubtless, 
have beon enfficient of itealf to give the burglar. 
his gutetus, but theJapanese student would seo 
to linve been determinad to despatch his vietim 
in right carnost, and witht that, objoct would 
appear to have given him: tho thrust near the 
cardiac region aa the caup de grace. Thore is no 
doubt he carried out his cruel, fleudish work—for 
we vannot otherwise charactorine it—most offoct. 
i Tho sword with which he despatshed hia 
vietim is between two and threo feet long, the 
blade being abort’ two feet in length and 
as sharp a8 4 razor. It is one of the old- 
fashioned Japancsa swords, and is said to. be 
100 years old, The unfortunate man was appa- 
rontly about 30 yoara of ogo, anda rather good- 
sized Celestial. The wound on the back of bis 
head would Spear tous to have been inflicted by 
aout from behind. ‘Indeed from its position and’ 
direction -we should say it must have boon. “It 
ig question whotlier the sword thrust was not 
also given from behind or while the burglar was 
lyipg on the ground. Thore wero, -howover, 20 
witnesses of the terrible tragedy, and therefore 
wo oan oily speak from conjecture.
